The avers 
mind will, however, find it difficult 
to understand how this can be done 
when it is remembered that our jurors 
are paid by the day for their services, and 
II they be needed for a given number of 
days in each year it can make little dif- 
ference in the cost whether their labors 
are divided into four terms, or whether 
they i>erform the whole thereof at one 
term. There is just so much busineaa to 
l» done, and when our juries have at- 
tended to it, they are discharged. Our 
Judge is paid a certain salary per year, 
whether our terms be four or one. Our 
Olerks and Sheriffs receive pay for what 
they do. Why, then, should a change be 
made? How can it be to our interest 
to do so? The writer can think of but 
one person to be benefited thereby, and 
that person is our worthy jailer. Instead 
of empyting our jail four times a year as 
we now do, we will, if the proposed 
change be made, have to board our pris- 
oners from October to April. The writer 
has not the figures at hand but his infor- 
mation is that our late excellent Senator 
and worthy representative, Hon. 's James 
Bttaekitiord and It. A. Cochran, investiga- 
ted the matter very fully before the paas- 
ageof the law now existing and found our 
present arrangement greatly to the in- 
terest of our people as an economic meas- 
ure. Then why not "let good enough 
alone? Vox l'oi-ci.t.

A Mountaineer Offers Two St 



Baltimore, Jan. 10.— A correspondent 
of the Haltiruore American, from Htaun 
ton, Va., gives the following particulars of 
a remarkable scene in the streets of Ntoun 
ton. A strange reminder of the 
bellum scenes was witnessed a Mhort time 
ago in tbe busy streets of the peaceful City 
of Staunton, in the Valley of Virginia. A 
sturdy mountaineer from Pocahontas 
County, W. Va., had made his way from 
his secluded fatness in an outlying district 
across the Cheat and Allegheny Mountains, 
IX) miles to the nearest center of civiliza- 
tion, to make sale of some stock, the flue 
tuations in whose value once sent a throb 
through the commercial world. In his 
high and isolated eyrie life, he 
had not heard of "war's alarms," 
and none of the confusion incident to 
•'se-esaion" had disturbed the peaceful 
rounds of his life. He had tended his flocks, 
cultivated the soil and prospered, until the 
surplus waa beyond his consumption. 
Reckoned among the wealth that could be 
disposed of, as do longer necessary for his 
needs, were two Unely built colored men, 
and it was more par*>:ularly to sell these 
that he had gotten the consent of his mind to 
make the perilous journey to the nearest 
point within the pale* of civilization. When 
he asked for a slave trader with whom he 
could bargain, men looked curiously at each 
other for an explanation of this peculiar 
form of madness. But the old farmer was 
resolute iu his determination to sell what 
was his own, and repudiated the suspicion 
that he was a crank. After a Blight 
hush in th. talk ths younger pro- 
tion of the crowd, seeing tbe futUity of 
their efforta to make the old fellow compre- 
hend the changed order of things, deter- 
mined to have some fun. Some old expert, 
who had once stood on the block and glibly 
given the points of interest and genealogy 
of many such an animal, was hunted up, 
and preparations were made for an old- 
time auction. The teeth, eyes, limbs, etc., 
were examined critically, and offers made 
in cash, none of which, however, satisfied 
the old man. He declared that they had 
been reared with tbe utmost care, and that 
there was no spot or blemish about them. I 
None seemed to enjoy ths fun more than ' 
the colored portion of the crowd, tha dude ' 
element of which joked in the i 
best of humor at ths expense 
of the old man's stupidity. But 
tbe merriment of the crowd made no 
impression oh the farmer's Idea of his righto. 
He made his way in disgust out of tha 
town on the pike leadiug back to his home, 
conscious, no doubt, of his superiority in 
wealth and position over the jeering crowd 
which followed him. When last seen he 
and his dusky property were on tbeir way 
back home to enjoy a life free from tha 
vices of an unreal civilization.
